Srr,—I have always regarded Mr. de Valera 
as a transparently sincere and honest man; 
but he has one serious defect, which is fatal 
to his success as a politician and a statesman 
—he is so obsessed with his own theories that 
he is blind to all those faets which are in- 
consistent with them. “No statesman can have 
everything his own way, He has. to com- 
promise with opposing parties and opposing 
principles and ideals. He can rarel ope to 
obtain what he considers to be abso utely the 
best; he must be satisfied with the best at- 
tainable under the circumstances. 

We had a time of anarchy, bloodshed and 
destruction in Ireland. The great practical 
question was how to put an end to it and 
how to restore peace and orderly government 
to our distracted country. -All good Irishmen 
and all friends of Ireland felt that hardly any 
price was too great to pay for peace and for a 
cessation of the awful bloodshed. So we all 
compromised with one another. The Imperial 
Government yielded to the point of humilia- 
tion. The Republicans yielded the point of 
complete separation. The Unionists accepted 
an untried Government of their political 
epponents in place of the security of the 
Imperial Parliament. No one got all he 
wanted and everyone sacrificed something ; but 
we have all gained peace. How can Mr. de 
Valera imagine that he can get everythin 
and yield nothing? I really cannot understan 
his objection to the oath agreed upon in the 
Treaty. 

The only safe and ‘reasonable course for 
peaceable citizens is to accept the de facto 
Covernment of the country in which they hve. 
I am quite ready to take an oath of faithful- 
ness to the Free State Government.in fetufn 
for the freedom and. protection which it gives 
to me.

As part of the Empire we accept King 
George V. as its head. The oath in the! 


Treaty is merely an acknowledgment of this 
fact. Mr. de Valera has no right to speak 
of him ag “a foreign king.” Ireland and 
England have been united under a common 
Crown for 750 years, and his claim that 
Ireland has a.right now to secede is one that 
would not be admitted by any country in the 
world. He will not admit the partition of 
Ireland. On what grounds can he demand 
the partition of the Empire? I am not an 
Imperialist on the ground of mere sentiment, 
but in the interest of my country. Whatever 
may have happened in the distant past, no 
ohe can deny that for the past hundred years 
England has tried to treat Ireland with both 
ustice and generosity. Why should not 
reland now act in the same spirit towards 
England? We are one people and our in- 
terests are practically identical. Let Mr. de 
Valera and his party give up their vain 
regret for things gone by and try to make 
the best: of present circumstances. Mr. de 
Valera’s # pened is to unite the whole of Ireland 
in re 1ation of the Imperial connection. 
That he should think such a policy even re- 
motely possible of fruition is what makes me 
regard him as constitutionally blind to oppos- 
ing facts.

THE NEW MOTOR TAXES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—Mr. Blythe is going to reduce the 
tax on Ford cars, and—apparently to make 
up for this concession—he is adding an extra 
tax on wireless parts, motor lorries, motor 
‘buses, ahd also on -motor cycle driving 
licences. This last tax is most iniquitous, 
as it hits a large number of motor cyclists 
who find it hard enough to pay the present 
road tax of £2 (by quarterly payments) with- 
out having to find another 15s., which brings 
the driving licence up to £1. If you add 
your insurance premium of £3, a motor cycle 
would thus cost an owner £6 per annum, 
excluding running. costs. 

It is well known that the majority of 
persons who own motor cycles are, like my- 
self, clerks or poorer people who cannot afford 
the luxury of a motor car. Thus Mr. Blythe, 
in reducing the tax on Ford cars and in- 
creasing the driving licences on motor cycles 
by 500 per cent., is really robbing the poor 
man to relieve the rich. If Mr. Blythe wants 
money, he should tax those who can afford 
to pay; but let him leave the poor man’s 
pleasure alone.—Yours, etc.,

STOLEN PLANTS.

Srr,—With considerable regret we learnt 
from your columns of the damage done by 

ulling up shrubs newly planted by the 

ublin Commissioners at Fairview. As these 
were supplied by this firm, we had hoped that 
they would be a source of pleasure to the 
public in years to come. This pernicious 
practice of stealing shrubs is, unfortunately, 
not uncommon. In the early hours of this 
morning some choice shrubs were puiled up 
and removed from Killiney Nurseries, 
probably with ‘the object of selling them to 
unsuspecting purchasers. It, therefore, seems 
to us desirable to warn the public against 
buying shrubs or plants from unknown 
persons who may, perhaps, hawk them from 
door to door. 

Owners of gardens should also be on their 
guard in purchasing plants from any unknown 
person to whom they may charitably give a 
day’s garden work, and never to purchase 
in such a case unless a receipt is produced 
on the printed billhead of the nursery whence 
the plants came. The same _ precautions 
should be taken in the event of anyone whose 
character is not well known, offering to sell 
or procure plants.—Yours, etc., :

NORTHERN ECONOMY 
BILL

DENOUNCED AS A CAPITA 
REJECTION: MOVED BY 
LABOUR MEMBER. 


In the Northern Parliament yesterday 
Mr. H. M. Pollock, Minister of Finance, 


+ moved the second reading of the Economy 


(Exchequer Relief) “Bill, the object of 
which is to follow the lead of Great 
Britain in providing for a reduced con- 
tribution from the State to contributory 
insurance schemes; and, secondly, the re- 
adjustment to a small extent of the State’s 
financial relations with loca] authorities. 

He pointed out that, if they continued 
to pay the present rate of contribution to 
the insurance schemes while reductions 
were made in Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland would have to find £170,000 out of 
its own resources. 

The Second reading was opposed by Mr. 
Kyle, a Labour member; who said that it 
proposed to rob the poor in order to save 
the pockets of the rich, and by Mr. Devlin, 
who denounced it as a capital levy, but the 
second reading was carried by a large 
majority. 


OBJECT OF THE BILL. 


KEEPING PACE WITH BRITAIN. 

Mr. Pollock explained that under the 
formula arrived at by Lord Colwyn’s Commit- 
tee for determining Ulster’s Imperial contribu- 
tion a standard year was fixed, and the 
manner in which any deviations from the 
expenditure and revenue in that standard 
vear were to be dealt was stated in broad 
outline. If Great Britain increased her local 
expenditure (in the main expenditure on 
social services) above the ee of the 
standard year Northern Ireland was to be 
allowed a corresponding increase if warranted 
by the circumstances. On the other hand, if 
Great Britain's local expenditure actually de- 
creased the Joint Exchequer Board are to 

resume ‘that a corresponding decrease in 

Ister’s local expenditure is called for, and if 
such doés not ake place the cost of maintain- 
ing the service at the old level must be 
found by Northern Ireland from her own re- 
sources. 

If they had decided not to reduce the State 
grant towards National Ilealth Insurance 
they had to find £170,000 out of their own 
resources. They could not afford to pay this 
£170,000, and had no choice but legislate 
on parallel lines with Great Britain.. The re- 
duced grants to the local authorities would be 
in ‘connection with dog licences, roads and 
bridges grants, and Valuation Office contribu- 
tion, and would relieve the Exchequer to the 
extent of. £53,500. The accumulated funds of 


insurance societies was over fifty million 
sterling. They did not propose to take from 
these funds.or reduce the benefits. 


REJECTION MOVED. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour). proposed the rejection 
of the measure, which, he said, was of a 
more confiscatory nature than any measure 
that had been introduced in that House, This 
was, he declared, robbing the poor to save 
the pockets of the rich. 

Mr. Devlin said that before he would dis- 
cuss this Capital Levy Bill he would like to 
criticise the investigation carried out by Sir 
Russell Scott, who came over to inquire into 
charges of extravagance. ) 

The Speaker asked how this could be dis- 
cussed during the Economy Bili. 

Mr. Devlin—Certainly ; this is an economy 
bill. We are asked to steal the savings of 
the poor and to maintain an extravagant 
system of government. 

Continuing, Mr. Devlin, referring to the 
visit of Sir Russell Scott, said that there was 
never a more ludicrous method of inquiry than 
that carried out by him. Mr. Devlin de- 
nounced the bill as a capital levy. It is, he 
said, a Socialist Bill, and proposes to steal 
the capital of the poor. 

DEFENCE OF THE BILL. 

Sir Robert Anderson said that if they did 
not follow, step by step, with Great Britain, 
then they would have to face the music them- 
selves. It would be better to get the money 
this way than to borrow and leave the future 
with a burden of interest. 

Mr. Kyle—It is cheaper to take it from the 
poor, certainly. 

Sir Robert Anderson—The right way is tp 
square our accounts every year. The bill did 
not propose to take one penny from the home 
surplus accumulated by the health insurance 
societies. 

The amendment to reject the measure was 
defeated by 27 votes to 7, and the bill was 
read a second time. 

_in answer to Mr. Devlin, the Minister for 
Finance said that Sir Russell Scott, assisted 
by two other Treasury officials, started his 
inquiry mto the Northern Ireland Civil Ser- 
vice in Belfast on 7th April, and concluded 
his examination of the work of the various 
departments on the 13th April. The method 
adopted by Sir Russell was to begin with 
a personal investigation into the work and 
staff of each department; and he was now 
co-ordinating the results obtained with 
additional statistics and reports, which were 
being supplied at his request. The conduct 
of the investigations was left entirely to the 
discretion of Sir “Russell Scott, who 
apparently did not consider it necessary to 
make «ny public announcement of his inquiry. 

Mr, Devlin said that he would raise the 

matter in the debate on the Economy Bill.

ASSURANCE COMPANY’S ACTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The action of the Irish National Assurance 
Company, Ltd., v. Rudd and others came on 
for hearing. The plaintiffs, whose registered 
office is 30 College Green, Dublin, claimed an 
injunction restraining the defendants, their 
agents and servants, from wrongfully inter- 


fering with the business of the plaintiff's 
company, and from inducing, attempting to 


induce, or otherwise influencing the policy- 
holders of the plaintiff company to transfer 
their policies to the defendants, the City of 
Dublin Assurance Collecting Society, or the 
surrender of their policies and discontinue 
their business with the plaintiff company, and 
to take out new policies in the defendant 
society in lien thereof, or otherwise interfering 
with the plaintiffs’ contracts, or wrongfully 
obstructing the plaintiffs in their. business. 
An injunction was also sought to restrain the 
defendants, ‘their agents and servants, from 
falsely and maliciously making and publishing 
statements injurious to the plaintiffs in their 
business, and for damages.

EVIDENCE OF SIR JOHN R. 
O’CONNELL WANTED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
! USTICE 


FITZGIBBON AND MR. J 
MU RNAGHAN,) 

An appeal by the plaintiffs in the case of 
Alice Mnatzakanian and Therese Teliapian, 
both .residing in France, against Alfred 
Faulkner and harles Faulkner, paper 
merchants, of Mount Brown Mills, Kilmain- 
ham, was heard, from an order made by Mr. 
Justice Meredith appointing Mr. Oliver L. 
Moriarty, barrister-at-law, at present practis- 
ing in Vairo, special examiner for the purpose 
of taking on commission the evidence of Sir 


John Robert O'Connell, a necessary and 
essential witness, in Cairo. 
The action was brought against the 


defendants, as executors of the will of their 
deceased father, Patrick Faulkner, surviving 
trustee of a marriage settlement, made on the 
marriage of the plaintiffs’ parents, claiming a 
declaration that the plaintiffs were beneficially 
entitled to ali the leasehold premises, Nos. 14, 
15, 16, 17 and 18 Killarney street, Dublin, and 
the proceeds, with interest, of a policy ol 
assurance on the life of Charles Rey, plaintiffs’ 


father, deceased, with the Standard Liic 
Assurance Co., Ltd., amounting to £700, 
dated 25th October, 1873, and all other 


property comprised in the indenture of settl:- 
ment, dated 29th October, 1873; a declaration 
that the defendants held the premises and all 
the rents and profits in connection with the 
premises and the life policy as trustees for 
the plaintiffs. 

In the defence it was pleaded that there 
was no intermeddling with the alleged trust 
and that the defendants knew little about the 
matter. having been acting as executors for 
only eight months. 

For the appellants it was urged that there 
was no necessity to go to the great expense 
of a commiss:on, and that Sir John O'Connell, 
whose whereabouts were at present uncertain, 
had not refused to attend the trial. 

For the defendants it was stated that there 
was no evidence that Sir John Robert O’Con- 
nell ever intended to return to this country, 
and that the defendants believed that he did 
not intend to return. 

According to a recent letter from a friend 
of his. Sir John Robert O'Connell was now in 
a hospice in Palestine and intended to remain 
there for some months. 

It was pointed out that Sir John Robert 
O’Connell was a material and necessary 
witness, as he was a member of the firm of 
solicitors who had acted as agents and 
solicitors for the plaintiffs and the trustees, 
and knew all about the matter. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. 
Kenny (instructed by Messrs. Vincent 
Beatty) appeared for the appellants 
plaintiffs; and Mr. A. C. Meredith, K.C.,

The Court allowed the appeal and dis- 


charged the order made by Mr. Justice Mere- 
dith on the ground that it would be ineffec- 
tive, and that it was made on affidavits which 
were not sufficient.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION 
IN DUBLIN. 


COURSES OF TRAINING FOR 
GIRLS. 

Commissioner Hernon, as. head of the | 

Technical Education Department for the) 


County Borough of Dublin, opened the new 
classes for shirt-making and clothing manu- 
facture at the Technical School, 18 Rutland 
square, yesterday. 

The Commissioner said that the value of the 
technical school must ultimately be de- 
termined by its effect on industrial life and 
rogress. With this objective in view they 
had provided the course of training in shirt 
and clothing manufacture. Owing, in a 
measure, to the tariff these branches of in- 
dustry were at present in a condition which 
gave promise of ample employment, and in 
that industrial development the technical 
school must play its part. 

They had, therefore, installed two benches 
of power-driven machines, ten for shirt- 
making and ten for “clothing manufacture. 
The machines were being lent free through 
the kindness of the Singer Company; the 
employers had volunteered to supply sufficient 
fabrics to keep the students actively engaged ; 
the benching, seating, motor-power, and the 
expense of teaching would be met out ol 
technical education funds. The best in- 
structresses available had been chosen, and 
the course of daytime training would cover 
twenty hours weekly for about three months 
for each group of students. 

THREE HUNDRED APPLICANTS. 

Over three hundred girls had applied for 
training, and twenty-four had been selected 
as the first group—that was, twelve each for 
shirt-making and clothing manufacture. He 
wanted it to be clearly understood that this 
was a technical education class. “It was not 
factory work. It did not extend over the 
factory hours, nor would it be confined to 
factory methods and procedure. It was purely 
instruction, and for that reason it had the 
approval of the Department. of Education. 
Similar courses of training for girls were 
given at technical schools in Leicester, Leeds, 
Northampton, Shoreditch (London), and other 
manufacturing centres, in bootmaking, cloth- 
ing manufacture, upholstery, etc. In all these 
English schools considerable fees were charged 
for the courses of training, but they (at least 
for the present). were admitting. the students 
free. 

This. was an age of highly efficient 
machinery. but the emplové was too often 
taken haphazard. It was their aim to secure 
a good level of general education in these new 
classes, to select. young girls who had reached 
a high standard in primary schools, and they 
proposed later on to form classes as part of 
the technical course by which the general 
education of the girls would be maintained 
and improved. In conclusion, they con- 
fidently asked the support of employers and 
trade unions in their efforts. 

LOOKING FORWARD TO GOOD 
RESULTS. 

Mr. George Fletcher, of the Education 
Department, said that they looked forward to 
seeing »vod results from the efforts of the 
City of Dublin Technical Schools in. this 
particular direction. 

Mr. Pape, on behalf of the clothing manu- 
facturers, expressed appreciation of the efforts 
being made by the school. Mr. Bingham, on 
behalf of the shirt-makers; also approved the 
scheme.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 
MURDER OF CrivVIC GUARD.

COUNTY CLARE MAN ON TRIAL, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) | i 

The trial was begun yesterday morning of 
a young man, John Connors, for the murder 
of Guard Thomas Dowling at Fanore, Bally- 
vaughan, Co. Clare, on the night of Decem- 
ber 28th last. At 5 o'clock in the evening 
the trial was adjourned till 10 o'clock this 
morning, the jury being locked up for the 
night. 

Mr. Carrigag described the murder as a 
wilful and deliberately planned crime, and 
went on to say that the state of County 
Clare was such that murder required little or 
no motive. 

Guard Cahill, Guard Dowling’s companion 
on the night of the murder, gave evidence 
that as they were cycling past Craggagh 
Churchyard, at about 10 o'clock, there were 
four shots in succession, and Guard Dowling 
fell off his bicycle dead. He (the witness) 
saw a man in the churchyard with a gun in 
his hand. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
the witness said that on Christmas night he 
searched Connors for poteen. At the inquest 


he stated that he went to MacNamara’s 
house alone on the night of the murder, 
and -that at about 9.50 o'clock Dowling 


arrived there. That statement was not true; 
they went to the house together.

Mr. Blythe’s Betting Tax. 


In England Mr. Winston Churchill’s 
flirtation with the idea of abetting tax 
has provoked much discussion of the moral 
question. The people—including ‘many, 
but not all, leading divines—who regard 
betting as an immoral practice insist that 
the Government has no right to~tegalise 
it, however tempting may be the prospective 
profits: to the Exchequer. There has been 
no discussion of this question in the Free 
State, since the country was wholly un- 
prepared for Mr, Blythe's adoption of a 
betting itax; and we shail bé. surprised 
if the moral issue is raised now in any 
formidable fashion. In the first place, the 
. legalising ” of betting in the: Free State 
will be, merely a recognition of existing 
facts.¢i. The » practice is almost universal, 
and ‘the laws half-hearted and con- 
tradictory : attitude to it.at the present 
time does not increase the dignity of the 
law. To-day the prosperous citizen may 
give his pound to.a bookmaker on a race- 
‘course or in a public office with perfect 
impunity, while the street-bookmaker who 
invites the shillings of the poor is hunted 
from pillar to post. While cash betting 
is illegal, the law, as Mr.. Blythe says, 
of public opinion, is- not. enforceable.” 
Since the abolition of betting, like the 
abolition of eating, is impossible, it may 
be argued with some reason that a change 
which. removes a social injustice and 
restores logic to the law will leave. at 
least a slight balance on the side of 
morality. In the next place, as the State 
to-day connives at the existence of betting, 
why should it not regard the practice as 
a proper subject for a luxury tax? Most 
of the people who would ban bookmakers 
would ‘ban the liquor trade, but they 
approve strongly of tlie presen. almost 
overwhelming taxation of beer and spirits. 
They hold—and statistics confirm their 
view—that high taxation decreases the 
consumption of strong liquors. It is to 
be expected that Mr. Blythe's new tax 
will have a like effect on betting; for it 
will make a considerable addition to the 
cost of that precarious pastime. Hence- 
forward one shilling ott of every stake 
of one pound will be a certain loss. Those 
who hold betting to be immoral ought to 
welcome a tax which penalises it, 

The principle and the details of Mr. 
Blythe's: betting tax are different things. 
The details, as he sketched them in his 
Budget speech, are open to much criticism 


tion in their progress through Dail 
Kiveann. Racing men appear to be unani- 
‘mous in the view that the five per cent, 
‘tax cannot be taken from the bookmaker 
im the manner which Mr, Blythe suggests. 
The difficulties of accounting would ‘be 
enormous, and the tax would be, in effect, 
multifold, because it would be levied 
repeatedly on a recurring turnover of a 
single volume of money. The provision 
which, though betting is 'egalised, main- 


‘gaming debts seems to be irreconcilable 
with logic and common-sense, Again, Mr. 
Blythe’s refusal to permit bets. with. book- 
makers outside the Saorstat threatens to 
kill. the goose from which he expects the 
golden egg. The Saorstat bookmaker may 
be forced out of business altogether if he 
is forbidden to “lay off” a part of his big 
bets—that is, to imsure himself against 
‘heavy loss—with his confréres. across the 
Channel. Moreover, with the object of 
‘enforcing this ban, Mr. Blythe contem- 
“plates an inquisitorial system which the 
‘general public may find intolerable. If

We are in favour of a tax on 
betting and we hope that a sound com- 
promise will be reached ; for serious issues 
are at stake. “In our imperfect society 
betting is inseparable from horse-racing, 
and horse-racing is the mainstay of horse- 
breeding, which is one of the Free State's 
most important industries. 


Free State Tariffs. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe’s refusal to extend 
his list of protective tariffs on manu- 
factured goods in his new Budget was the 
object of some sharp criticism in Dáil 
Eireann yesterday. The great majority of 
the general public is exceedingly glad 
that no fresh duties have been imposed, 
and many regard the tax on wireless 
apparatus as a breach of Mr. Blythe’s 
assurance last year; but some members of 
the Ddil—notably, the Minister for Posts 
and TTelegraphs—continue to demand 
further tariffs. Mr. J. J. Walsh is a 
sincere advocate of protection, and, as 
his views are perfectly honest, they deserve 
to be considered seriously. We are con- 
vinced that-they are mistaken. In his 
speech yesterday Mr. Walsh argued that 
protective duties did not necessarily in- 
crease the cost of living. He cited the 
case of a Cork boot factory, which, he 
asserted, actually had reduced’ the price of 
its products since the imposition of a 
tariff on footwear, deducing from this fact 
the totally erroneous conclusion that .the 
tax had involved no rise in the general 
cost of living. Mr. Walsh, indeed, chose 
a most unfortunate example. Before the 
tariff was imposed fourteen-fifteenths of 
the boots and shoes bought in the Free 
State were imported. The ratio is some- 
what smaller to-day; but it is still ex- 
ceedingly high. We venture to say that at 
least four-fifths of the footwear purchased 
in the Free State are of external manu- 
facture, and this footwear has increased in 
price by three shillings in the pound, 
The mere fact that the boot and shoe tax 
produces such a large sum in revenue 
proves that the cost of living has been 
raised. H»me-manufactured boots may 
not have become deara, but the Irish 
trade is utterly incapable of coping with 
the present. demand. It does not cater at 
all for the cheaper ‘‘ lines ” of children’s 
boots, with the result that willy-nilly the 
working classes are forced to’ buy 
““ foreign’’ manufactures at an enhanced 
price. 

Protective tariffs must increase the cost 
of living, and they are particularly harm- 
ful in an agricultural country like the 
Free. State. With. all: respect to. Mr. 
Walsh, ‘we submit that-there is no analogy 
between the case of this country and that 
of any of the other Dominions. . Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand are thousands 
of miles away from Great Britain; Ire- 
land lies at her very doors. They have 
many markets for their produce; we have 
only one. Canada’s immediate customer is 
the United States, which is hedged about 
with a general tariff; but the Irish farmer 
is compelled by circumstances, which he is 
powerless to change, to sell his produce in 
the free market of Great Britain. It is 
obviously unfair to him that he should be 
forced to buy his necessaries of life and 
production in a protected market. While 
England maintains a policy of free trade, 
protection in the Free State never can be 
a real. success. Mr. Walsh wants to pro- 
tect ‘‘ the weak man of Lreland against 
the foreign dumper ’’; but what about the 
weak farmer? Evidently, he does not 
count, although he is the ultimate source 
of all our wealth. He does not want 
tariffs, and the Farmers’ Union already 
has condemned the Government’s limited | 
policy of protection. “No Government in 
this country,” declared Mr. Gorey in the 
Dáil yesterday, “could: do anything 
for agriculture by tariffs.’ He is 
perfectly right. What agriculture needs 
is relief from taxation, better trans- 
port, facilities and improved methods of 
production. No tariff, or series of 
tariff3, will help to save the cattle trade 
from the extinction that is threatening 
it. Responsible men should cease to 
fiddle with tariffs, and should concentrate | 
their energies on the things that really 
matter. Mr. Walsh’s powerful advocacy 
and organising genius are needed badly by 
the farmers; but we fear that at present 
his efforts are being directed towards an 
end which is not worthy of them. 


Clearing the Dardanelles. 


It is reported that the Turkish Govern- 
ment is preparing to have the waters of 
the Dardanelles cleared of vessels sunk 
during the war. In a few fathoms of 
water lie many ships, including several 
British warcraft, and trafhc passing through 
the: Straits is said to be endangered by 
the hidden hulks. It is saddening to think 
of the violence which may be done to the 
mortal remains of the dead. The watery 
graves will be disturbed as the sunken 
hulls are raised or shattered by explosives ; 
but, it is stated that, if any bodies are 
recovered, facilities will be given for their 
interment among the dead who lie in 
Gallipoli. From ancient times the narrow 
waters of the Dardanelles have been the 
centre of conflict. Since 1912, when Italy's 
warships battered their way through the 
Turkish defences, and Russia proclaimed 
her desire for an open channel, the fatal 
Straits have been the centre of conflict in 
Eastern Europe. At the beginning of the 
Great War it was thought that the natural 
defences had been strengthened so effectively 
that the Straits were whélly impregnable. 
In the early months of 1915, however, the 
Turks were attacking the Suez Canal, and 
it was thought that relief would be 
obtained best by an attack on Con- 


and for a month a fierco duel of artillery 
raged... It is held’ now that, if the naval 
arm had been ‘supported by a swift land- 
ing, the Turkish defences would have been 
overwhelmed ; ‘but it was not until April 
25th, when the. naval assalt had been 
repulsed and many ships had perished, 
that the landing at! Gallipoli was made. 
The landing was too late to enjoy military 
success, but deeds of imperishable fame 
were to be performed, and many thousands 
of homes in our own little country were 
to find cause for sorrowing pride in nest 
Sunday’s anniversary. 


The Zulus. . 


One of the most interesting of political 
phenomena since the Great War is the 
rapid progress made by primitive races. 
Recently we described the council of 
natives which submitted plans for the 
development of Nigeria to representatives 
of the British Colonial Office. The Eshowe 
Correspondent of The Times now describes 
the studies taken by. the Zulu race towards 
a modern system of government. Ten years 
ago Solomon, grandson of Cetewayo, was 
allowed to take up his abode in Zululand, 
where he built a great kraal and was 
recognised as chief by a section of the 
people. A school for the education of 
young chiefs and village headmen was 
opened under his patronage. and Solomon’s 
influence and authority were. extended. 
The young chief publicly announced his 
loyalty to the Union Government and his 
wish to see his people co-operating with 
the progressive white race by paying taxes 
honestly and observing the regulations of 
the civilised order. Solomon’s ideas are 
in advance of those of his people, and his 
will has been resisted by reactionary 
seniors whose minds. are fixed in the 
barbarous old times of Zulu independence. 
Nevertheless, political aspiration must 
find its outlet, and the Zulu people must 
choose to pursue either the dark policies 
of the old men or the wise path recom- 
mended by their young leader. It is sug- 
gested that a Zulu native council may be 
formed in order to give the growing 
political consciousness a means of peaceful 
and constructive expression; and it is 
possible that Solomon will be recognised 
by the natives and by the Government 
alike, as the paramount chief of his race. 
As the constitutional leader of the Zulu 
people, Solomon would be able to direct 
their development along the paths which 
his understanding of the white race 
teaches him to be both safe and wise.

Indeed, some of 
his proposals are eo eo that. many 
owners and users must face commercial ex- 
tinction unless several of the scales of taxation 
pr are seriously modified or consider- 
ably postponed, duting the passage of the 
Finance — ugo “3 the ~ Upon sa 
aspect of Mr. Blythe’s proposals we can safely 
oud the vigorous—even if belated—action of 
commercial motor interests. 
: SMALL MERCIES. 1 
In present conditions even smal] mercies are 
| extremely welcome. So we may quite 
‘cordially welcome Mr. Blythe’s agreement to 
capitalise a certain tion of the Motor 
(Taxation Fund. Small as the proposed 
pital expenditure is (about one-tenth of 
hat is necessary for anything approaching 
dequate road reconstruction), it will enable 
he Ministry of Local Government to make 
me real headway during the next two years. 
f much greater importance, however, is the 
admission of the principle that capital may be 
raised and spent upon re-building our high- 
ways. 
Yet it is necessary, even if apparently 
ungrateful, to examine the mouth of Mr. 
Blythe's “ gift-horse '—to inquire whether his 
figures, facts and anticipations are sub- 
stantially trustworthy. It is interesting, in 
the first place, to find the Minister so op- 
timistic as to the future yield of motor taxes. 
Though the official estimates for the present 
financial year only contain a figure of ,000 
for motor taxes, Mr. Blythe believes that the 
‘yield will have risen to £750,000 within the 
next year. There is, at all events, no doubt 
that something approaching £700,000 will be 
forthcoming during the current financial] year. 
Then Mr. Blythe tells us that over £300,000 
was paid during the last financial year in the 
form of import duties by purchasers of cars 
and equipment. 
RATE CONTRIBUTION. 
Mr. Blythe seems, however, to have in- 
dulged in an optimistic estimate when he 
placed the ratepayérs’ contribution at 
£1,250,000. The action of Limerick and other 
County Councils in making sweeping and 
arbitrary reductions upon their surveyors’ 
road estimates, and upon last year’s rates, 
will probably mean that this year’s aggregate 
rate contribution for road works will not 
exceed £1,100,000. 
A serious error led Mr. Blythe to suggest 
that £310,000 per annum would be required 
for ten years to provide interest and sinking 
fund upon the £2,000,000 loan. If the rate of 
interest is 5 per cent. the average yearly 
capital charges would not exceed £250,000. 
TOTAL FIGURES. 
When we take all these figures into our 
account, next year’s total revenue from motor 
taxes and rates should not be less than :—

If, as is obviously just and equitable, the 
vield of motor import duties (which are 
directly and entirely paid bv motor owiiers} 
is credited to the Road Fund. we should be 
in a position, without borrowing, to spend 
something like £45 on‘ each mile of the 46,000 
miles of Free State roads. 
The effect of the £2,000,000 loan expended 
at the rate of £1,000,000 yearly would be to 
increase our total road expenditure during 
the next two years to £2,850,000, or practi- 
cally £60 per mile of road. The correspond- 
ing aunual expenditure in Great Britain is 
£150 per mile. Yet £60 per mile represents 
an advance of £22 per mile on our present 
outlay. So: we are getting on. 
ADMINISTRATIVE DANGERS. 
‘So much for encouraging facts and figures. 
Is the position equally reassuring when we 
turn to inquire how the available funds are 
to be allocated and applied?+ Clearly not. 
Deputy Good put his.finger on one outstand- 
ing weakness when he told us that -four 
different road authorities, and four surveyors 
with sharply differing methods, now 
administer the road from Dublin to Kings- 
town. The same absurdity exists, with fre- 
quently disastrous results, right through the 
country. So. marked is the result that any 
motorist knows when he passes from one 
county to another by obvious changes in the 
structure and condition of road surfaces. 
It is, true: that some surveyors who. spend 
£500 per mile on; their roads produce high- 
ways of inferior quality to those of ‘the 
adjoining county where the expenditure Is 
under per mile. Here, then, is clearly 
the prospect that many hundreds of thousands 
of pounds will be thrown: away. uniess 
administration is ceutralised, Of our present 
forty odd surveyors, about twenty may be 
assumed to be reasonably. competent road 
engineers. If brought under competent 
central technical and administrative control— 
and freed from reactionary and selfish local 
influences—these twenty. men could probably 
save £30 to £40 on each £100 that would 
be. required if large sums were spent under 
the present system of scattered local 
administration. - Such a change is overdue 
and should be the next step. 


WHAT 1,500 MILES? 
Mr. Blythe adopted the view of the 
Minister for Local Government that imme- 
diate capital expenditure should be limited 
to 1,500 miles of our principal roads, “but 
he reduces Mr. Burke's estimate of £3,800,000 
to £2,000,000. Does Mr. Blythe really mean 
this? If so, it surely follows that 1,500 miles 
are merely to be elaborately patched instead 
of -reconstructed. ~The etl economic 
course is to select, say. 300 miles for complete 
reconstruction—widening, grading and re- 
surfacing—and.so devote the £2,000,000 to 
really permanent work. 
CO-ORDINATION. 

The 1,500 miles which Mr. Burke proposed 
to deal with were selected over a year ago 
by the Roads Advisory Committee, who 
admittedly took no cognisance of railway or 
canal services in making their’ selection. 
Since then new and acute considerations have 
arisen, and the probability of radiating our 
road networks round railway centres com- 
mands general support. : 


! NEW SCHEME REQUIRED. 

So rapidly, indeed, has the transport situa- 
tion developed during the past year that 
sensible 
coutse—-a completely new road survey in 
which some serious effort may be made to 
relate all transport agencies. As already 
suggested, this work might. be supervised by 
a Ministerial Transport Committee, consist- 
ing of Mr. Burke, Mr. McGilligan, Mr. Hogan 
and Mr. Walsh, whose respective departments 
are directly and vitally interested in the 
problems of: transport. With such a co- 
ordinating committee and centralised and 
efficient staff work, Mr. Blythe's £2,000,000 
may easily serve to lay the foundations of a 
really efficient system of national transport. 
The problems involved are as difficult as thev 
are urgent.. Unless ‘they are handled with 
knowledge, judgment and imagination, we 
shall simply waste most of Mí. Blythe's 
£2,000,000.

The complete breakdown in the coal 
negotiations between the owners and the 
miners to-day makes the position vest 
grave. Both owners and miners blame 
each other for the breakdown, ana the 
position has now become so critica] that 
only the intervention. of the Prime 
Minister is likely to prevent a stoppage 
of work with the close of the month. Mr 
Baldwin was in close touch with the owners 
and the miners to-night, and his mediating 
efforts will be continued to-morrow mean.

The Betting Tax. 


Much interest was taken in the Lobby 
of the House of Commons to-day in Mr 
Blythe’s proposal to tax betting. Tha 
intimation that such a tax was probable 
in the Free State was a considerable eur. 
prise to political circles, and it was a} 
ence taken as an indication that such a 
tax was possible here. Several membey. 
expressed the view that they would lik, 
to see the proposals in full before com. 
menting upon them, more particularly 
those relating to the clause prohibitin- 
betting transactions outside the Free State. 
Greater surprise was expressed at thie 
development than at any other portion of 
the proposals. 


The British Budget. 


It was stated at Lloyd's to-day that there 
is no appreciable decline in the number of 
inquiries regarding insurance rates against 
alteration of taxes and duties in the 
forthcoming Budget. Twenty-five culneas 
per cent. is quoted against a reduction jp 
income tax, this being equivalent to odds 
of about three to one, while fifteen to one 
are the odds against a reduction of income 
tax of a shilling in the pound. Insurane, 
against an increase in income tax is quoted 
at fifteen gumeas per cent. It is interes. 
ing to note that quotations for insurance 
against a tax on betting are difficult fa 
obtain, but business has been done at abon: 
nine to one. It is doubtful, however. if 
any substantial sum would be covered at 
such a rate. 


The Duchess of York. 


The Duchess of York and her infant 
daughter are making satisfactory progress, 
and, with an eye to the future, arrange. 
ments are already being made for their 
removal to a seaside spot as soon as it js 
safe. The speculation concerning the 
rank of the child is settled to-day. as it is 
generally understood. that she will be a 
Royal. Highness; the Royal salute of 
forty-one guns at noon in Hyde Park yes. 
terday was a sufficient intimation to the 
learned in such matters. It is more than 
a little curious that the newspapers this 
morning freély contemplate the possibility 
of the little Princess’s succeeding to the 
Throne, but it was pointed out to me by a 
Peér this afternoon that her chances, 
though apparently good, are really remote, 
The Prince of Wales is a young man, the 
Duke of York is still younger, and there 
is no reason whatever to suppose that 
there will not be a boy in due course to 
carry on the succession. 


The Suspended Socialists.

BETTING TAX. 


TURF INTERESTS PREPARE

ALTERNATIVE PLAN. 

Mr. Blythe’s method of levying a. betting 
tax was the one topic of conversation at 
the Curragh yesterday, and many 
prominent breeders and racing men ex- 
pressed their disapproval of the Budget 
proposal. i 
During an interval of racing at the 
Curragh yesterday several. of the leading 
owners, breeders, trainers and others in- 
terested in racing conferred\ with the 
Stewards of the Turf Club on the proposed 
taxation, and it was decided to draw up 
an alternative scheme and submit it to the 
Stewards on Monday next before placing 
it before the Government by a deputation 
appointed for the purpose. 
The Irish bookmakers, who will meet in 
Dublin to-night, are unaninious in their 
condemnation of the tax. 
Several breeders, owners and trainers ex- 
pressed the opinion that the tax would 
threaten the very existence of racing, and 
seriously jeopardise the business of bloodstock 
breeding, which is one of the few flourishing 
industries the country can boast. of. 
lf there was no betting, it was argued, 
there would be no -racing, and without the. 
latter there would be no incentive to continue 
the breeding of racehorses on the scale which 
now obtains, thanks to private ae nes 
Racing and breeding’ and ‘their ramifications; 
jt is pointed out, give very considerable em- 
ployment all over the country. Tens of 
thousands of pounds. are sunk in the estab- 
lishment of studs in the Free State, which is 
world-famous for the production of fiat racers 
and steeplechase horses of the highest calibre, 
and it is thought in racing circles that the

A LONDON BOOKMAKER’S VIEW. 


Mir. James Sutters, of the Victoria Club, 
Loudon, in an interview with a Press Associa- 


tion representative, concerning the intentions 
of the tax on betting in the Free State,said that 
a considerable amount of business on English 


lvcing was at present transacted in Ireland, 
and rice verea. Several Trish members resi- 
dent in the Free State were members of the 
London elubs. 

He thought that it would be well for the

In England, at a low 
estimate, nine-tenths of the betting was done 
at starting price away from racecourses, and 
he considered that a tax on credit betting 
would provoke an enermous amount ol 
surreptitious betting in workshops and else- 
where, and would encourage ‘street betting, 
vhich was admitted by the police to be ir 
repressible. 

He believed that the difficulties of any such 
project were incalculable and insurmountable. 


THE TURF GUARDIAN SOCIETY. 


In the Turf Guardian Society’s Year Book 
for 1926 the Secretary refers to the proposals 
for a tax on betting in Great Britain. 

“Our attitude in connection with the 
betting tax proposal,’ he says, “Is not 
obstinately obstractive. If the Government 
in their wisdom decide to try the bold experi- 
ment of placing a tax on bets, and Parliament 
approves, the Turf Guardian Society will be 
prepared willingly to assist to make the 
taxing machinery run smoothly.

MOTOR DUTIES. 


HOW COMMERCIAL 
LORRIES WILL BE HIT. 


Mr. Blythe’s decision to increase the tax on 
commercial motor lorries was not well re- 
ceived by the carriers and road transport 
companies, whose representatives were inter- 
viewed by an /rish Times reporter yester- 
ay. 

Mr. Poole, of Messrs. W. F. Poole and 
Co., Ltd., Dublin, said that the new taxes 
would have a very serious effect upon the 
heavy lorry business, if they did not kill it 
altogether. 

“It is admitted that the lorries damage 
the roads, but that is no justification. for 
putting them out of existence altogether. 

‘The. increase of the driver's licence from 
5s to £1 will hit the working driver very 
hard. Some carrying firms have as many as 
a dozen drivers, and these men will. have 
to pay for the licence out of their own 
pockets. 


THE FINISHING BLOW. 

“The carriers will be put out of business, ” 
declared’ Mr. William McCormack, manager 
of Messrs. W. W. Kennedy and Co., Ltd. 
‘‘ Our, business has been badly hit by bad 
trade, and this heavy taxation will give us 
the finishing blow. Surely a tax on petrol 
according to the quantity consumed would 
have been more equitable and, in the end, a 
more satisfactory method to adopt. 

"For the little the: Government is doing to 
repair the roads, it is hardly just to put 
these big imposts upon commercial vehicles. 
There ‘are roads in the country. which have 
nots been touched for as long as six to eight 
months, and what is.called ‘ repair’ is often

BACK TO THE PACK HORSE. 

Mr. M. J. Mullally, of the Lally Motor 
Transport Co., Ltd., said that if the' tax is 
agreed to they will have succeeded in doing 
what they always wished to do—put the 
heavy vehicles off the roads.

Mr. Johnson opened the general debate on 
the Budget. It was initiated on the last of 
the financial motions, which did not contain 
any: specific duty or tax authorisation, but 
declared generally that “it is expedient to 
amend the law” relating to taxation. 
i Mr. Johnson said that appropriations in aid 
in the current year were estimated to amount 
to £1,000,000. There. had been a. steady 
increase in the estimates for appropriations in 
aid from £600,000 odd in the first Free State 
estimates. The more interesting point was 
that for the two years in respect of which they 
had acccunts, the estimates of appropriations 
in ‘aid had been exceeded by 29 per cent. in 
one case and 22 per cent. in the other. 
Apparently it was now the policy of the 
‘Ministry to ‘budget in accordance with the 
expectation that. there was going to be a 
saving on the estimates of expenditure and an 
“increase in the appropriations in aid. That, 
in his opinion, was not conducive to proper 
care of the finances of the country. he 
Minister’s statement that £650,000 might. be 
saved on the estimates for supply services 
might’ be taken - an open invitation to the 
Dail to reduce évery Vote by 24 per cent. 
There was no úráiléata that the reduction of 
taxation last year had been effectual in 
increasing prosperity in the country. 


ALLEGED BREACH OF FAITH. . 

A reduction of super-tax, he said, ought not 
to have been proposed by the Minister, who 
had made the statement a year ago that there 
.could be no reduction of taxation until the 
old age pension cuts had been restored. He 
submitted that there. was a direct and distinct 
breach of faith to the old age pensioners in 
that proposal to reduce the tax now paid by 
the richer super-tax payers and the corpora- 
tions which at present paid the corporation 
profits tax. 

Dealing with the betting tax, Mr, Johnson 
said that the proposal would not meet with 
his opposition, because it tended to restrict 
a habit which was, unfortunately, an obsession 
with very many people and which was doing 
an immense lot oi harm to the country, (Hear, 
hear.) One great danger in the imposition 01 
such a tax was that rinance Minisiers look- 
ing for revenue would be inclined to be dubious 
of any legislative proposals likely to check 
a habit that was not in itself desirable. 
He would throw out the hint that a little 
check upon the publication of betting odds 
in the newspapers might run concurrently 
with the tax qn betting, “If the newspapers 
were discouraged »from..~ppealing. to the 
obsession for betting at might minimise the 
danger of future Ministers íor Finance relying 
too much upon an extension of the practice 
of betting. He knew that Irish newspapers 
were feeling acutely the competition of papers 
from across the water that had made a cir- 
culation in this country by their appeals to 
the betting fraternity. He was sure that 
relief from that competition would be wel- 
comed by Irish newspaper proprietors by 
taxation of betting news. 
Speaking on the road policy of the Govern- 
ment, he described the heavy omnibuses and 
char-a-bancs as ‘‘road hippopotami,” 
tremendous instruments of fright tear- 
ing over the roads of the country. 
For the health and = safety of the 
people, and for the -sake of the roads 
there should be some check imposed on the 
weight and speed of those vehicles. He 
agreed with the criticism of the Govern- 
ment’s failure to rise to a road policy. What 
was foreshadowed was a mere continuance of 
the present arrangements, with slight finan- 
cial modifications. He welcomed what had 
been decided on in so far as it would give 
employment, but he asked the House to say 
that the time was past when absolute pre- 
ference in the work on the roads should be 
given to. men because they had served in the 
National Army. 


CONGRATULATIONS. 

Major Bryan Cooper congratulated the 
Minister on the manner in which he had pre- 
sented his Budget. In no Parliament that he 
knew of had a Minister for Finance given 
fuller particulars of the activities of his De- 
partment. He also congratulated the Minister 
on having got through the financial year on 
the very small margin he had allowed him- 
self. He was, afraid, however, that the 
Minister was inclined to gamble again on a 
small margin, and was following the perilous 
— of depending on overestimating. 

e suggested that it was the duty of the 
Department for Finance eo insist on the 
other departments cutting their estimates to 
the bone. 
He missed from the explanatory table that 
had been circulated provision for the pay- 
ments under the London Agreement. 
Mr. Blythe—They do nos arise here. 
Major Cooper—Do they arise in this finan- 
cial year? 
Mr. Blythe—No. There are funds against 
them in the hands of the British Government. 
Answering another point made by Major 
Cooper, Mr. Blythe said that they now knew 
exactly how much wine had been taken out 
of bond in anticipation of the Budget, and 
the amount was not so large as he was in- 
formed at first. The information justified 
him in anticipating a revenue from the ad- 
ditional tax this year of £80,000. 
Major Cooper said that he was glad to see 
one omission from the Budget—the omission, 
with two small exceptions, of new tariffs. 
According to the Minister, there was a 
clamour for tariffs, but the most intensified 
clamour came from the benches behind 
the Minister. The most insistent 
clamour for tariffs came from the Minister 


for Posts and Telegraphs. The _ utter- 
ances of the Minister for Posts and 


Telegraphs reminded him of nothing so much 
as a train entering a tunnel—a prolonged 
screech, and then darkness. (Laughter.) He 
would like to know what was the policy of 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Party on the sub- 
ject of tariffs. The tariffs already imposed 
should get every chance to prove their value 
to industries in which capital had: been in- 
vested, and which were giving appreciably 
more employment, but he would suggest that 
the question of tariffs should be considered 
altogether apart from party politics.

Mr. Stephens, replying, said that the pro- 
posals were entirely unacceptable to the rail- 
way companies. ~'These proposals would, if 
granted, cost the companies between £12,000 
and £15,000 a year. 


GROUP THREE COMPANIES. 


The next matter considered was an appeal 
against the decision of “ no agreement ” of 
the Central Wages Board on March 10th, 
1926, on a claim forthe abelition-of 10. per 
cent. differential in respect of Group Three 
Companies now amalagamated with the Great 
Southern Railways. 

Ir. Cramp, on 
National Union of ©Railwaymen,  con- 
tended that no Class Three companies 
existed so far as Southern Ireland was con- 
cerned; and that an anomaly was set up by 
the payment of different rates on what was 
now the same railway. 

Mr. Stephens submitted that it would be 
unreasonable to order payment of the highest 
standard rates in the cases of those sections in 
which differentiation applied and in the pre- 
sent difficult financial circumstances of the 
Great Southern Railways. i 


LOCOMOTIVE SHED STAFF, 
As regards the classification of  loco- 
tive department shed staff groups, Mr 
Cramp said that the Union submitted that 
the companies were not entitled, under exist- 
ing agreements, to introduce Grades Two or 
Three into. this group. They should be in 
Grade One. 
Mr. Stephens said that there were three 
classes in operation as the result of various 
agreements reached at the. time that the 
Carrigan award came into operation. That 
award set out clearly that there were three 
classes for this grade of men. 
The next item on the agenda was the ap- 
plication ofthe Railway Clerks’ Asso¢iation 
for ‘‘ away-from-home’’ expenses for per- 
manent-way inspectors, at appropriate rates, 
when they were unable to return to their 
homes for mid-day meals.

PUBLICANS' PROTEST 


AGAINST HIGH BEER AND 
SPIRITS DUTIES. 


The Committee of the Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ Protection Association, at a 
meeting in Dublin yesterday, passed the fol- 
lowing resolution :— 

“That we enter on behalf of the licensed 
trade of Ireland our most emphatic protest 
against the action of the Minister of Finance 
in keeping on at their highest war level the 
crushing duties on beer and spirits. That 
this is not alone a trade question, but a very 
big national question, sm ir almost all sec- 
tions of the people. and embracing two indus- 
tries, which for centuries have been the 
farmers’ atid labourers’ mainstay in various 
parts of the country; that, as the obvious pe- 
sult of the Government's blind pelicy in 
keeping on this unbearable taxation, we see 
these sources of employment, one by oné, dis- 
appearing from before our eyes, and nothing 
tikine their place, we therefore consider it 
the duty of Irishmen of all classes to organise 
such a public opinion against the further con- 
tinuance of this crushing taxation as will 
force the Minister ef Finance to alter bis 
altitude during the course of the. Financa 
Bill in the Dail, and make á substantial re- 
duetion in those duties. '' 

Mr. Joseph Fagan, who presided, in pro- 
posing the. resolution, said that the omission 
from the Budget of any reduction of taxation 
on beer and spirits was a matter of very 
grave concern, not for the licensed trade 
alone, or the brewing and distilling interests 
alone, but for every man who had the best 
interests of the country at heart. Whatever 
was behind the policy of the Government, one 
thing he feared was perfectly clear, and that 
was that those interests were not getting a 
fair chance and that the dice was loaded 
against them. 

For three years they had been hoping that 
ihe Irish licensed trade and the Irishmen who 
consumed intexicants would get at least as 
Fé treatment as they had been getting in 
; Ireland since 


ireat Britain and Northern 
April, 1923, when 24s. a barrel was taken off 
beer, but Budget after Budget had come and 
gone, and the Free State and those two 
once-great industries were still struggling 
along under that impossible load of taxation—- 
taxation thai conld only be justified by the 
greatest upheaval in history, the European 
war-—was still kept on in the Free State, 
and in the Free State alone. 

Mr. William Duffy (Loughrea), in second- 
ing the resolution, sail that the policy of the 
Government in keeping on those taxes was 
confiscation pure and simple. It was a 
policy which would in no way be justified.

It. was depressing to find that 
there was no prospect of relief even next 
vear, but they pees # not get a satisfactory 
gure as to how their national] finances stood 
until they had a census of production, It 
would take two years to complete a census, 
ind it was more important than a census of 
population. 

Mr. Wilson, T.D., said that he agreed that 
the mental hospitals should he made a national 
charge. Ther Government had prepared a 
scheme by which farmers were to contribute 
60 per cent. more than they contributed in 
for the upkeep of the roads. They were 
not getting that much more for their produce. 
It was questionable policy to raise the tax 
on cheap cars other than Fords by 25 per 
cent, 

; Mr. Cnsren that the ralepayers 
would be disappointed with the tax on heavy 
lorries. The increases proposed were cem- 
parativély light. Would the Government 
say what was the depreciation in roads due 
to heavy lorry traffic? Local authorities 
knew that. depreciation in roads for one year 
amounted ¢o 50 per cent., and the Govern- 
ment in estimating an expenditure of two 
million pounds on roads was merely estimat- 
ing for heavier cost of upkeep. Unless a 
heavier tax was imposed. or lorries were put 
off the roads. altogether the road problem 
was going to he a serious one. 

VALUELESS TAX. 

Colonel C. .M. Gibbon said that in view of 
the resolution passed at the National Congress 
of the Farmers’ Union, declaring that they 
were not in favour of Protection, they should 
feel satisfied when only one small protective 
duty had been imposed. The tax on oatmeal 
was absolutely vikdelete. and would not put 
an extra penny into the farmers pocket. 
the miller who imported oats, would continue 
to do so arid consumers would pay the tax. 

In regard to motor lorry -trattic, he con- 
tended that anything over two tons unladen 
was undesirable from their point of view. 
Anything over four tons injured the founda- 
tion of the roads. Roads in the majonty 
of districts were able to carry normal trafic 
and lorry traftic up to four tons. 

Mr. Ryan (Clare) said that if it adopted a 
policy of bringing in protective tariffs on 
foodstuffs the Doverniaunt might find its 
Waterloo at the next election.

An ‘ex ation of the accounts of a toy 
factory, formetly under the C.D.B., made 
on behalf of the Mimistry of Fisheries, showed 
that in the Saried ist April, 1922. to dlst 
December, 1924: "a net loss of £5,805, or an 
average of £115 per month, had been in- 
curred. The manufacturing. and trading 
accounts disclosed a loss of £957 for the same 
period. It would appear that thewholesale prices 
charged for the goods manufactured were not 
sufficient to cover the cost of labour and 
materials, and in the case of one wholesale 
purchaser it was noticed that a discount of 
50 per cent. off the purchase price was 
allowed, while other customers were allowed 
only 25 per cent. 

The factory records and store aceount 
books were not satisfactorily kept, and in 
many respects were incomplete. 
should be taken with the object of making 
the factory self-supporting. The statement 
of accounts for the year ended 31st December, 
1925, shows a loss of £1,821. 

GLOVE CLASSES. 

An examination of the accounts of two 
glove classes, which were closed during the 
financial year, showed that the books and 
records had been kept in an unsatisfactory 
manner. In the ease of one class a shortage 
of £186 was disclosed. The cost of this class 
during the financial year was £550, but no 
sales appear to have been made during that 
period. The accounts of the second class 
showed a shortage of £177, and outstanding 
book debts amounting to £408, of which 
about £216 represents a sum due by & trader 
who has been declared a bankrupt. 

ARREARS INCREASED. 

“At th: 3lst March, 1925, the arrears of 
fishery and industrial loans due, but unpaid, 
were £23,517, being an increase in the 
asnount outstanding on 31st March, 1924, of 
£15,700. While every effort is being made by 
officers of the Ministry to collect arrears, the 
large increase under this head cannot be re- 
garded as satisfactory. 

PROPERTY LOSSES COMPENSATION. 

“In one case a decree had been obtained for 
£13,680, of which £12,545 was for rebuilding, 
as compensation for the destruction of pre- 
mises in August, 1922. The building was 
originally erected for £2,775, and about £400 
had been spent on additions. From papers 
submitted to me, it would apovear that the 
furniture for which compensation was claimed 
bad heen removed before the premises were 
burned down. Compensation has also been 
paid for motor cars which were stolen and 
subsequently traced. Action is pending with 
a view to recovery from the present owners.”

CRIMINAL LAW. 

£1,000 DAMAGES FOR 
TRAVELLER. *

In the King’s ABench Division, London, 
yesterday, a special jury awarded £1,000 
damages to Mr, John Wm. Reginald Thresb, 
commercial traveller, a native of Shepton 
Mallet, in the action which he brought 
against the National Society for Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children for malicious prosecu- 
tion. 

In May, 1924, Mr. Thresh, while at Black- 
pool, was arrested on a warrant by the Irish 
Civic Guard, taken to Cork, charged at the 
instance of the Society with neglecting his 
two children, and sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment. He appealed at the Cork 
Circuit Court, and Judge Connor quashed the 
conviction .and held, said the plaintiff's 
counsel, that there was ‘‘not a shred of 
‘evidence of neglect.’’ 

It was Mr. Thresh’s e that his wife in 
1921 left the home that he had provided for 
her at Tooting, London, and, taking the two 
chil’ on, went to live . ith her mother at 
Cork. He never refused to maintain them, 
providing that they were in his custody. 

Mr. Justice McCardie, in entering judg- 
ment for Mr. Thresh for £1,000 damages 
and costs, said that his own view of the 
cise agreed with that of the jury, that the 
defendants had .no. reasonable or probable 
cause for starting proceedings against the 
plaintiff on February,’ 1923, or continuing 
thera in 1924, and, further, that the proceed- 
ings. were terminated in the plaintiff's 
favour in September of that year. 

Connsel for the Society asked for a stay of 
execution with a view to an appeal,

His Lordship granted a stay on conditions 
that £100 was paid to plaintiff at once. and 
emaining £800 paid into court. He re 
marked -that it must not: be thought. in 
granting the stay, it involved any doubt on 
‘his part with regard to the decision given by 
the jury. 


THE NATION’S. TRIBUTE 
TO NURSES. 
Bi ts eomggris 
IRISH . BRANCH. 


The Gxeeutive Committee and Council for 
le Nation's Tribute met at 12 Merrion 
«juare, Dubliny-on Wednesday. The follow- 
ing report was unanimously adopted :— 

‘‘Again the: Executive Committee for the 
irish Branch of the Nation’s Tribute to 
Nurses present an account of their steward- 
ship during the year 1925 and early 1926. 

‘‘ Forty-three nurses were assisted, either by 
grants, by weekly allowances or by payments 
while in convalescent homes and sanatoriums. 
Two nurses who are almost blind, and are il! 
in many other ways, are receivitig weekly 
grants. A-nurse attacked by sleeping sick- 
ness was paid for until able to resume work, 
and another one suffering from tuberculosis is 
being treated, and it is hoped will be working 
again In a few months. There are practically 
five annuitants utterly unable to work. owing 
to old age and illness. £488 3s. 4d. was 
spent on these Irish nurses, and Irish nurses 
working in England are generously helped on 
our = sents by the Engtish funds. 

» “The income available from our trust funds 
(£550) is not sufficient to deal with all the 
applicants (many piteously sad) that come 
before the committee, and it is earnestly hoped 
that the people of Ireland will realise the 
needs of their trained nurses in illness and 
old age, and that support and sympathy will 
be forthcoming for this society.”’ 

Lady Arnott drew attention to the low 
administrative expenses, due to the Irish 
Central Bureau doing all secretai‘al and office 
work for £1 per week. The a?’u-tional ex 
penses, stationery, postage and print::g, andit 
and banking fees, were £12 1s. 4d., for deal. 
ing with £488 3s. 4d., spent on grants, 
annuities and loans to nurses. A warm vote 
of thanks was passed to the Countess of 
Mayo and the Trish Central Bureau for the 
Employment of Women, for their kind assist- 
ance, which enables the administrative 
expenses to be kept at such a low figure.

From this he drew the inference that 
South Africa possessed the right to secede 
from the Empire at any time. General 
Smuts, on: the other hand, he said, 
appeared to think that within the Empire 
there was a super-State, a super-authority.

NO SUPER-STATE.

GENERAL HERTZOG'S VIEWS. 
CAPETOWN, Thureday. 

Replying to General Smuts, in the House 
of Assembly to-day, General Hgrtzog, the 
Prime Minister, said that they“ greatly de- 
plored the unfortunate occurrence at Geneva. 
He felt that if Geneva was to be a place o! 
intrigue the League would not fulfil its object. 

The Prime Minister then proceeded to deal 
with the international status of the Union of 
South Africa. He declared that he had always 
taken up the position that the Union had 
secured complete international status, equal 
to that of any other Dominion, or any other 
part of the British Empire. ‘In that 
respect, I contend that we are as free and 
as independent as Great Britain herself. On 
that point there is no difference between us, 
but there is a difference between us as to 
what is meant by this free, complete, and in- 
dependent status. My contention is, and 
has always been, that we are in a position of 
absolute equality. even with Great Britain, 
and even in regard to the question of seces- 
sion; but we know that, in practice, we 
have a great deal to achieve, and to acquire, 
and we know that General Smuts at ail 
times has: been busy trying to acquire 
these full rights, and to exercise these full 
rights. We know there are some of these 
rights which we could, and might, exercise ; 
whereas there are others — the right of 
secession, for instance which it would be 
very unwise and ill-advised for us to exercise, 
except by deviation through the agency and 
means of Great Britain herself.’’ 


POINTS OF DIFFERENCE. 

The Prime Minister then came to what he 
described as the great difference between 
General Smuts and himself. General Smuts, 
he said, always took up the position that 
everything had been conceded. Their full 
status as a free, independent nation had been 
conceded up to a certain point. 

General Smuts, interjecting—‘‘ Are you re- 
ferring to secession ?’’ 

General Hertzog—*‘ Exactly. Upto a 
certain point. Then he cries halt, and the 
attitude which he has taken up on 
that point is the most fatal he could 
have taken up on any point. If he takes up 
that attitude, then it is absurd for us to claim 
that we are on a footing of equality with 
Great Britain, If we want to remain on a 
friendly footing with each part of the British 
Empire, or whatever you call it, then it is 
essential that we should thoroughly and 
openly state what the position is. There is 
nothing to hide or to be afraid of, and that 
is where I differ from General Smuts. I say 
we are absolutely free and untrammeiled, 
absolutely independent, just as free as Great 
Pritain herself, and, if we should be so stupid 
as to do so, we are free to secede. 

“ But there is a fear and suspicion that 
these rights and privileges, which we possess 
as an independent free nation, are silently re- 
moved and taken away from us, simply 
because we fail to take action in accordance 
with our rights. I repeat that the relations 
between the various parts of the British Com- 
monwealth should be based on the will of 
the people, expressly stated and expressed. 

““ Ás soon as this is done, I feel that we 
shall be on a much sounder basis. We 
shall have a better and truer understanding. 
That is where General Smuts difters from 
me, .He cannot get away from the feeling 
that there is a sort of authority, a sort of 
higher power over us, a sort of super-State, 
or super-authority.”'

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IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT 


ECONOMY BILL. 
THIRD READING PASSED. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESYUONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The Opposition delivered their final on- 
slaught on the Government’s Economy Bill 
this evening. Sir Kingsley Wood gave a 
suitable opening by moving the third reading 
of the measure in a speech mainly devoted to 
such matters as came within the province of 
the Ministry of Health, He declared that 
the fears entertained by members opposite, 
that the proposals in the bill would be pre: 
judical to education and that health im. 
surance would suffer, were groundless. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, who moved the 
rejection, asked the Parliamentary Secretary 
why, Aí all that he said was true, he had not 
put his case before the approved societies. 
Referring to health insurance, Mr. Mac- 
donald said that the (Chancellor of the 
Exchequer had got himself into difficulties 
by promising last year to reduce the national 
expenditure by ten millions a year. He now 
found that to be nonsense, and so had te turn 
to the savings of the poor people. 

Mr. Lloyd George said that the measure 
was reactionary all along the line. ‘There 
were more violated pledges in this bill than 
in any he had ever seen, nor had he ever 
witnessed a bill more recklessly forced through 
the House by such a series of all-night sittings. 
There were al! the symptoms of panic. It was 
treated as a great emergency bill, and what- 
ever the provocation, the resistance, the sus- 
picion, it must be got through at all costs. 
Education was being cut down, so that the 
cost of armaments might go up, and that, at 
a time when there was not an enemy visible, 
even on the haunted seas of the Navy League. 

Two Conservative’ members, Sir Martin 
Conway and Sir John Marriott, were some- 
what disappointed at the inadequacy of the 
bill in regard to restriction of national ox- 
penditure. Sir John Simon was rather ico 
judicial in his criticism to be really effective. 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, vigorous and argumenta- 
tive as usual, wound up the discussion for the 
Labour Party. 

When Mr. ‘Churchill rose to neply he was 
in great form, and made fun out of every- 
thing. He chaffed the Labour and Liberal 
members on the number of times they had 
used such words as robbery, confiscation, 
plunder, and so on, and said that after listen- 
ing to many speeches he had come to the 
conclusion that the only true friends of 
economy were the supporters of the Govern- 
ment, | 

Having dealt with some of the more serious 
charges against the Government, Mr. Churchill 
said: ‘‘ You say that the Treasury is pinching 
and scraping. It is tfue; but what is the 
ba devil pinching and scraping for? It is 

ecause all affairs are overshadowed by the 
24 millions we are paying as a coal subsidy. 
That is the cause of my great pre-occupa- 
tion.’ 

On a division the third reading of the Bill 
was carried Dy 528 votes to 138.

in which he bequeathed legacies to all about. 
(Laughter.) Agriculture was in a bad way, 
and it would be worse in a couple of years’ 
time. If a Geddes Committee had been ap- 
pointed to review the Government expenditure 
he was sure an enormous saving w ould result. 
One matter that should be dealt with was 
the care of the insane poor, which, in his 
opinion, should be a national charge. Trunk 
roads should be dealt with by a central 
authority, and their maintenance should be 
aid for on a motor fuel basis, and no other. 
he railways should be kept running as an 
essential national service. 

With regard to the betting. tax proposal, 
he said that betting ought to be recognised 
as a legal transaction. 

Mr. Blythe, intervening, said that that 
would lead to all sorts of abuses, and the 
social effects of making gaming debts recover- 
able by law would be ruinous. 

Mr. ‘Gorey, resuming, said that if the 2s. 6d. 
per cwt. on oatmeal represented al] that the 
Government could do for agriculture it ex- 
ploded all arguments about Government help 
for agriculture. It was going to make one of 
the essential calf foods dearer. Oatmeal} was 
used extensively in the country for that pur- 
pose. He was quite willing that the Govern- 
ment should drop that proposal and give it 
to somebody else. It proved that no Govern- 
ment in this country could do anything for 
agriculture by tariffs. 

CHIEF ADVOCATE OF PROTECTION. 
Mr. J. J. Walsh said that he did not admit 
that all his economic advocacies had come to 
naught. Some points in the Budget were 
very acceptable to him. The treatment which 
the Ford car had secured would not only 
secure the Ford industry in Cork, but opened 
for it a future as bright as any that the 
owners of the firm had envisaged. He thought 
also that the steps, though apparently limited, 
taken to assist the distilling industry would 
go a long way to restore that industry to pros- 
perity. i bhi 
The important section oí the Minister's 
speech was the setting up oí a statutory body 


of civil servants to examine the various claims 
for an extension of tariffs. That was a step 
in the right direction. He would have pre- 
ferred to see the Government grappling bodily 
with some, at least, of the more pressing cases 
and dealing with them on the ó gon The pro- 
posed commission had one weakness. In the 
event of a report which made for the ap- 
plication of tariffs being recommended, they 
might take it that the effect of the imposi- 
tion of the tariff would be very largely nulli- 
fied by forestalling. _ There might . be 
difficulties in dealing with forestalling, 
and there was the prospect that the 
industry concerned would be doomed 
to at least twelve months. of inactivity.

On the other hand, if the Commission pro- 
ceeded to interpret the view, which might or 
might not be general, that the end of tariffs 
before the general election had been reached, 
and that its duty was merely to kill time, 
then those of them who felt keenly on the 
tariff question would be called upon to re- 
view their position. 
ONE WAY TO SALVATION.

At the same time the tax 
would add sevenpence or eightpence a stone 
to the price of meal to the consumer. Any 
tariff that was put on should have gone on 
Canadian corn, in addition to the oatmeal. 
He was in agreement with Mr. Walsh as 
regards a tariff on flour. He would allow 
foreign wheat to come in, because this 
country could never compete in the produc- 
tion of wheat with lands where natural con- 
ditions were all in favour of wheat; but a 
tariff on flour would not only give work to 
their mills, but would also secure to the 
country the offal of the milling of wheat for 
cattle food. 

Mi. McBride said that so far as their 
woollen manufacturers were concerned they 
made no effort to hunt up customers, but let 
the customers try to find them out. Irish 
manufacturers, both of flour and of cloth, 
would not take the trouble to try to give 
| the buyers what was wanted. 

i Mr. O'Shaughnessy said that the policy ol 
| the Government was calculated to reduce the 
| population to a mimimum. British flour was 

being dumped in this country as the surplus 
of the mills in England. 

Major Bryan Cooper—-Is the deputy aware 
that even on dumped flour the price of the 
4lb. loaf is a penny or three-halfpence dearer 
in Dublin than in other places? 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy said that the cost of 
the loaf was out of proportion to the cost 
of the flour. He advocated protection for the 
woollen industry. 

ESSENTIAL SERVICES. 


Mr. Hogan said that the country required

cost of those services. Taxation in Denmark 
was very much higher than it was in the 
Free State.

There was practically the same number 
of agricultural officers in Denmark as in 
Ireland, but at least 80 per cent. of the 
number were attached to farmers’ organisa- 
tions, and were appointed and controlled by 


them; and those organisations got compara- 
tively small subsidies. Obviously agricul- 
tural services were administered more 
economically in Denmark than in the Free 
State; and they could have the same con- 
ditions in the Free State if they had farmers’ 
organisations controlling their own services 
with that economy which was only possible 
with voluntary organisations. 


Walsh, “for protection in general, not in 
any particular. I do not stand for protection 
for every article in use; but I do say that 
there are many things which are essential 
to the life of the people that should be pro- 
tected, without any loss of time.’’ 

He quoted Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land and Denmark as countries that were 
protected, and which were beating Ireland, 
not only in the English market, but here at 
home. Apart. from the fact that any con- 
siderable reduction in taxation was impos-, 
sible, he was not satisfied that any reduction 
that they might secure was going to make 
any material improvement in their economic 
outlook. He saw no hope for the country in 
the policy which they had inherited from the 


British, and nothing but despair and dis- 
appointment among those with whom he was 


Deputies should not talk of reducing ex- 
penditure unless they were prepared to put 
up definitely the particular service on which 
they were gr to economise. 

T MAIN QUESTION, 

Mr. Hogan went on to discuss points of 
Mr Walsh's speech. He said that it was 
not a question whether they could produce 
in the Free State the food that the country 
required, but whether they could produce it 
economically, and whether money spent in 
supporting home production could not be 
better spent otherwise. The answer was not 
the same for all commodities, and there was 
no way of examining the tariff question except 
to get down to specific items and look at the 
pros. and cons. in each éase. 

He did not like the identification of tariff 
reform with patriotism. They were not 


stirring. 
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following inevitably that if a certain person 
said he was not prepared to have a tariff on 
flour he was a renegade to the Svate. 
Tariffs were dictated by personal interests, 
which were very far removed _ from 
patriotism. 

A tariff on oats, he argued, could only be 
a revenue tariff. As regards wheat, the 
countries that produced it were particularly 
suited for wheat-growing, and it was not 
desirable to shut out their produce. — As re- 
gards flour, it was necessary to consider 
whether a tariff was necessary to keep the 
mills going, and whether the mills that were 
in operation wanted it. He knew that there 
were first-class mills that did not need a 
tariff or want it. They had also to examine 
whether there were mills so badly rung with 
such out-of-date plant, that they shogld not 
get protection. Th--> things had been 
examined, and the decision that had been 
come to was known. AA tariff on flour was 
not going to benefit the farmer. In 1925 
the Irish farmer was getting a shilling or 
more over the Mark lane price for be:t 
English wheat, and it did not induce him 
to increase his acreage. Obviously, it was 
more profitable to sell barley at 20s. for 
2 cwt. 


WHEAT SUBSIDY? 

He agreei that there would have to be a 
considered policy with regard to the wheat 
supplies of this country. That, however, 
was a very big question. There would Lave 
to be a considered policy to ensure that there 
would be enough mills to deal with the 
wheat raised in the country. That was 
something that would have to get attention, 
but at present he was quarrelling only with 
a tariff on flour. 
Mr. O’Shaughnessy—The time to consider | 
it is before all the mills are gone. 
Mr. Hogan—The best mills—the best run
